New York, October 20.—Despite 
decision by Mayor Hylan that Ger- 
man opera should not be given in 
New York until the peace treaty 
was signed, “‘Die Meistersignor”™ was 
presented in German at the Lexing- 
ton theater tonight while thousands 
Of soldiers, sailors, marines and 
civilians fought with the police in 
an attempt to reach the theater and 
stop the production. 

Several shots were fired as the 
former service men time and again 
charged the police lines or laid down 
a barrage of bricks, stones and oth- 


-er missiles in an attempt to force

ed a crowd of aboit 200 service men 
were driven away from the vicinity 
of the theater, but after reaching 
Times square, were reinforced, and, 
about 1,000 strong, started back 
only to be met by a squad of mount- 
ed police, Which scattered them. 
During the remainder of the per- 
formance the crowd fought valiant- 
ly to reach the theater, but failed.

Out of Wedlock 
Woman Pleads 


Dr. ‘ Anna Moutet, of 
France, Tells Women 
Physicians Birth Rate 
Must Be Favored by Ev- 
ery Means. 


New York, October 20.—A pica for 
motherhood out of wedlock was 
made today at the international 
conference of woman physicians by 
Dr. Anna Moutet, of France. 

“In a country the population 
of which is decreasing,” she said, 
“it is important above All to favor 
the rate of birth by every means, to 
do away witb all obstacles in the 
protection of all children indiscrim- 
inately. 

“Motherhood outside of marriage 
must no longer be held as a dis- 
grace or a burden. The girl moth- 
er must be lifted. The prejudice 
which makes her an object of gen- 
eral censure must be combatted: and 
if irregular birth is no longer a

Resolved, further, That a copy 
of these resolutions be spread 
upon our minutes and copies be 
furnished the association and the 
press,

Georgia is to have at Roswell a 
half-million-dollar educational insti- 
tution for boys, to be called the 
Roosevelt Memorial institute, it was 
announced today by the Georgia 
headquarters of the. Roosevelt as- 
sociation. 

State Chairman C. W. McClure has 
procured an option on the 17% acres 
comprising the Bulloch homestead 
at Roswell, where Theodore Roose- 
velt’s mother was born, and which 
the late president often visited, 

Georgia’s quota, $50,000, in the 
$5,000,000 national Roosevelt me- 
morial fund, the campaign for 
which begins today, will be the nu- 
cleus of the institute fund. Up- 
wards of $500,000 -from wealthy 
Georgians and other sou.herners in 
the east and other parts of the coun- 
try is assured. 

For Southern Boys. 

The Roosevelt Memorial institute 
will be for boys of Georgia and 
other parts of the south who are not 
able to pay for an advanced educa- 
tion. A course in Rooseveltian 
Americanism will form a leading 
part of the curriculum. 

It was decided definitely to make 
the southern Roosevelt memorial an 
educational institution rather than 
a hospital or a museum, because this 
plan was favored not only by the 
majority of Georgians, but by the 
Roosevelt family. 

Colonel Roosevelt’s widow and his 
sister, Mrs. Corinne Robertson, have 
declared in favor of a boys’ educa- 
tional institution in letters written 
to Mrs. Barrington King, whose 
home at Roswell adjoins the Bul- 
Joch homestead, and who now lives 
at 236 St. Charles avenue. 

Largest Contribution. 


The Roswell city council has ap- 
propriated $500 toward the fund and 
pledged itself to raise $2,000 more in 
Roswell. The largest single con- 
tribution in Georgia so far is that 
of A. L. Leonard, Columbus mer- 
chant He is giving $1,000. Colonel 
H. ll. Dean, of Gainesville, one of 
the most prominent attorneys in 
Georgia, has pledged his active 
financial support of the project. 

Many advance contributions of 
various sizes have been received. It 
has been the desire of the Roose- 
velt Memorial association to receive 
many contributions rather than a 
few large size. Contributors become 
members of the association. While 
every admirer of the Americanism 
of Theodore Roosevelt is invited to 
contribute in any amount, no one 
is being urged to do so, and there 
is no “drive” for funds.

existing shortage were takén today.

Attorney General Palmer notified. 
beet sugar refiners. who have been) 
withholding their products from the 
market until the price situation be- 
came more stabilized. that the Unit- 
ed States sugar equalization board 
had determined 10 cents was a fair 
price to be charged the wholesaler 
and that any charge in excess of 
that amount would be regarded as 
in violation of the food control act. 

Refiners were asked to telegraph 
their concurrence in this price. 
which would mean they would put 
their supply on the market immedi-, 
ately, thereby relieving the present 
stringency. 

The price to the wholesaler here- 
tofore has been 9 cents. so that the 
new price means an increase of 1 
cent a pound. Retailers have been 
allowed to charge 11 cents a pound 


for controlled sufar under the old 
prices. While the department of 
justice and the sugar board did not 
state what the new retail price 
would be. it was assumed that the 
increase would be not greater than 
the wholesale advance. 


Attorney General Palmer made 


public the following telegram sent 
to beet sugar refiners: | : 

“After thorough investigation by | 
the recognized authorities on sugar, 
the United States sugar equaliaza- | 
tion board have notified the de-' 
partment of justice of the follow-| 
ing facts: 

“*As a considerable part of the) 
country generally supplied at. this) 
time of the year with beet sugar) 
may be embarrassed because of the,

_partment and to the civil service 
commission demanding that they be 
reinstated,” said Mr. Blanton. 
_“Chairman Good, of the appropria- 
tions committee, the other day ad- 
mitted that out of the many thou- 
sands of war clerks only about 2,100 
had been sent home. The blame is 
not on the departments, but primar- 
ily rests upon congress, upon each 
and every one of us members, if 
you please, and thesa war workers 
/are going to hold thelr positions 
just as long as members of con- 
» age sit here and permit them to 
Oo so.” 


Good Makes Denial. 


Mr. Good interrupted Mr,-Blanton 
to deny that egongress was responsi- 
ble for the condition which exists 
here, 

“The gentleman says the blame is 
on congress,” declared Mr. Good. 
“Congress passed on February 28, 
last, the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill carrying 
something like $97,000,000 for the 
Salaries of clerks- in Washington 
and for other purposes. That was 
for the whole year. When congress 
did that the control passed out of 
congress so far as employing these 
clerks in the departments was con- 
cerned until the first of July, 1921.” 

“I can not agree that the control 
has passed beyond congress,” re- 
plied Mr. Blamton, “for we hold the 
purse strings and if we directed 
those departments to return #mme- 
diately to their homes all the un- 
| necessary clerks and then Jet them 
| understand that we meant business 
/and expected our orders to be obey- 
| ed, that would be obeyed. 

Offers Solution. 


| “There is one way that this con- 
| gress can send these war workers 
i hhome—the geneltman from Iowa, Mr. 
| Good, Knows it, I Know it and the 
people know it. He controls the rules 
committee and he could bring in 
a resolution demanding of these de- 
partments that those unnecessary 
war workers be sent home. Then 
why blame it on the departments? 

“Almost daily our republican 
friends with tears in their eyes 
deeply deprecate the incensed ex- 
penditure of our governmefnt and 
then in the next breath lay the 
blame upon what they term the 
‘democratic departments’ of the 
government. I wonder if our friends 
do not Know how ridiculous their 
position is to the people of the 
country who know the facts, who 
know that the estimates of the ex- 
penditures and of these various 
departments and the designated 
clerical forces required are largely 
made up by the chiefs of those de- 
'partments, many of whom and a ma- 
jority of whom are republicans in 
politics and who hold their positions 
under the civil service rules and 
many of whom have rilled their po- 
sitions for 25, 30 and even 40 
years.”

KNEUBEL TO TESTI 
N PAUL CARTER CASE 


Army Captain Here for the 
Bomb Plot Hearing Before 
U. S. Jury Today. 


The federal grand jury will take 
up Tuesday, when it meets for the 
second time in October, what is 
perhaps the most sensational case 
trom many angles that has come 
within its jurisdiction for many 
months, that of Paul B. Carter, who 
is charged with sending an infernal 
machine through the Atlanta mail. 

The recipient of the bomb, Cap- 
tain John Knéubel, of Ebenezer, N, 
Y., arrived Monday evening to tes- 
tify on behalf of the government, 
and Postal Inspector Smith, of Buf- 
falo, and Herbert M. Hill, an ex- 
pert chemist of that city who 


tain. 


analyzed the contents of the ma- 
chine, are also here and will be 
called before the grand jury. 

It is claimed by the postal inspec- 
tors, who have investigated the 
bomb plot and have completed, they 
say, the chain of evidence that 
points to Garter’s having mailed the 
deadly machine by proxy after he 
had been arrested on a warrant 
charging assault and battery on his 
divorced wife, now living here, that 
Carter sent the bomb to Captain 
Kneubel, believing that he was in- 
ttrested in the former Mrs. Carter. 

To terrorize any persons who 
showed signs of becoming too 
friendly with the woman who haa 
left him has seemed to be the 
impelling motive of Carter’s actions 
for some years, postal inspectors 
say. They believe he was the send- 
er of poisoned needle packages 
which were received by Mrs. Carter, 
her father and attorney about three 
years ago. 

These did no damage and neith- 
er did the infernal machine mailed 
in Atlanta September 20, because of 
a blow on the box which contained 
it from a cancellation stamp which 
bent the wires and prevented an 
explosion. 

Carter is now in the DeKalb coun- 
ty jail, where he is held under §1,- 
000 bond, on cfiarges of having at- 
tacked his divorced wife, as she 
was on her way to Camp Gordon, 
where she holds a position, on the 
morning of September 15. He has 
denied all connection with the in- 
fernal machine, but evidence will 
be produced relating to the manu- 
facture of the bomb and its later 
history, and letters will be present- 
ed written by Carter to the army 
officer, threatening him because of 
his alleged attentions to Mrs. Car- 


ter.

In 1917, out of 3,330 children 
cared for by a government bureau, 
2,603 were illegitimate.”

Governor Lickett, of North Caro- 
lina, will deliver the ad@ress at the 
memorial exercises, which the Geor- 
gia Memorial commission will hold 
in Atlanta the evening of Novem- 
ber 11, in the Auditorium, when the 
program will be one worthy of tne 
occasion. This will be the_ first 
atate-wide expression of apprecia- 
tion for the 1,700 men from Geor- 
gia who died in the European war. 

The program is being arranged 
by Judge Andrew Cobb, of Athens, 
Ga., chairman of the commission ap- 
pointed aist April by Governor Dor- 
sey, apd by Mrs. Samuel Inman, vice 
chairman, and Iugene R. Black, of 
the executive board of the commis- 
sion. 

Beside the address of Governor 
Bickett there will be other appro- 
priate incidental features, among 
them music, in which the united 
chorus of the Atlanta churches wiil 
participate. 

The North Carolina society will 
co-operate in the occasion and will 
entertain in honor of Governor 
Bickett, and the occasion will be of 
marked distinction. 

Letters will be sent out in the 
mext few days inviting the rela- 
tives of the boys who died in the 
service to come to the memorial 
exercises and a general invitation 
will be extended to all men who 
participated in the _ service rp al 
the war, and to all patriotic citizens 
interested in doing honor to the men 
who made the supreme sacrifice. 

Mrs. Inman, vice chairman of the 
memorial commission, is tabulating 
a lis®of the men whom the exer- 
cises would commemorate, and all 
those who may have the names of 
relatives and friends concerned, are 
urged to send the names and ad- 
dresses to her. 

Judge Cobb will be in Atlanta in 
a few days for a conference on the 
subject of the program. 

Mrs. Inman stated vesterday: ‘It 
is our purpose to have the cere- 
monies in keeping with the solemnt- 
ty and dignity of the occasion, 
which will also sound the note of 
triumph and victory, especially in 
the music. 

“We are happy in having secured 
the presence and participation of 
Governor Bickett, who is a man of 
national note and distinction as a 
statesman and speaker. 

“There is no one of our obliga- 
tions which should mean more to 
the people of the state at large than 
these exercises which would stress 
the memory of our men, as we 
celebrate the signing of the armi- 
stice. 

“In our triumph and in the com- 
plexities of our reconstruction, 
which will finally lead to the

To Dredge for Diamonds. 


(From Popular Mechanics.) 
To supply the world’s undiminish- 
ine demand for diamonds a strong 
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$42,000,000 CARRIED 
BY DEFICIENCY BILL 


Washington, October 20.—Carry- 
ing $45,000,000 additional for the 
army air service and $17,000,000 for 
the completion of the Alaskan rail- 
road, an urgent deficiency appro- 
priation bill, the first of the session, 
was reported today by the senate 
appropriations committee. Chairman 
Warren plans to ask for early con- 
sideration. 

The bill’s total is $42,000,000, in- 
crease of $28,000,000 over that ap- 
proved by the house, and includes 
$5,000,000 for the rehabilitation of 
disabled soldiers and sailors. An- 
other item provides $32,000 for liqui- 
dating debts of the committee on 
public information which is required 
to retu to the federal treasury 
all money in its possession after its 
obligations have been met. 

House appropriatiaons of $388,000 
to meet ingpart expenses of the 
American peace mission were in- 
creased by the senate committee to 
$588,000, while an appropriation of 
$35,000 was provided by the senate 
committee for the presen tindus- 
trial conference. The house bill also 
was amended So as to provide $750,- 
000 for the pay of clerks and em- 
ployees at first and second-class 
postoffices. 

The house provision of $200,000 
for the enforcement of the anti-trust 
laws was amended by the senate 
committee so as to make it availa- 
ble for use in prosecutions against 
labor organizations or against pro- 
ducers of farm products who or- 
fanize for the purpose of obtaining 
and maintaining reasonable prices 
for their products.

REBUILDING NEEDED 
BY NUMEROUS CITIES 


St. Louis, October 20.—There is a 
retarded building development ex- 
tending over practically all of the 
United States which will tax the ca- 
pacity of existing mortgage ma- 
chinery to the utmost, according to 
the report of the real estate securi- 


ties committee submitted at the 
convention of the Investment Bank- 
ers’ association here tonight. 

The report added that a consider- 
able portion of many of our cities, 
notably New York, wlll practically 
have to be rebuilt in the next twen- 
ty years and the existing mortgage 
system is inadequate for the pur- 
pose, 

This report stated reaY estate con- 
ditions throughout the country may 
be said to be active, but not highly 
speculative and securities are in 
most cases being based not upon 
present prices and rents, rather 
upon a fair compromise between 
pre-war and present costs. 

A warning against radical specu- 
lation was sounded at the conven- 
tion. Thousands of “salesmen” are 
canvassing the country dispensing | 
spurious stocks and bonds, the | 
bankers asserted, and a wave of | 
speculatibn, usually noted after a | 
war, is spreading over the country. | 

The extension of foreign credits 
to build up foreign trade, and there- 
by increase production, was urged | 
as a means of eradicating radical- 
ism and combatting the high cost | 
of living.

Washington, October 20.—The in- 
crease in the earnings per hour of 
employees in eleven principal indus- 
tries during the last six years was 
greatest in the iron and steel indus- 
try, according to a statement made 
publie here today by the bureau of 
statistics of the labor department. 
While in some departments the pay 
was greater than in others, in all de- 


partments, collectively, the hourly 
wage of steel and iron mill workers 
in 1919 was 221 per cent of the hour- | 
ly wage in 1913, or 21-5 times as; 
great. 

The smallest increased earnings | 
were those in the mill work industry | 
where the increase of 1919 over 1913 
was but 51 per cent. In the other |

Several plans have been arranved. 
but none seem to suit. In the first 
place, the P. G. A. is balked bys 
the apparent impossibility of pro- 
Viding a grandstand or 
whtre patrons may witness a game, 
and for a seat in which they 
charge a nominal sum. Golf 
played over acres of ground and 
would be impossible to erect 
srandstand that would enable 
patrons to s€e more than one or pos- 
sibly two holes of play. 

The plan of charging admission to 
matches between professionals has 
Suggested itself, but it is not prac- 
tical.

An dditional venire of 500 men had 
been summoned for Monday morn- 
ingg and the one juror needed was 
secured just beltore the noon recess 
Of court. 

The storming of the jail grew out 
of the murder of Mrs. Bertie Lind- 
sey on the morning of August 980, 
for which Maurice Mayes, a negro, 


has been convicted and sentenced 
to die, + 
It was in an effort to lynch the 


alleged murdered that the nivb 
broke into the jail and looted both 
the bastile and the sheriff's resi- 
denee, which adjoins, taking among 
Other things about twenty galions 


of whisky. 
Sheriff W. T. Cate was the star 
Witness for the state. He stated 


that he had taken the negro Mayes 
to Chattanooga for sate-keeping and 
that on his return to the eity Sun- 
day morning he discovered the jal 
and his residence had been broken 
into and looted and many valuables 
taken. Also, he said, a number of 
prisoners, including four murder- 
ers, had been released by the mob, 


Two of these were under - death 
sentence.
